A lack of diversity is not a 
problem that will lead to the 
downfall of the town. It is not a 
problem that will, when 
encountered, take lives ruth- 
lessly and it is not even a topic 
that is generally thought of as a 
problem. That mentality, how- 
ever, makes it a problem. Due 
to Wilmington’s uniformity, 
some former residents may 
some day encounter situations 
that they are unable to deal 
with due to their surroundings 
while they were growing up. A 
community should do all that is 
possible to protect its inhabi- 
tants and inhabitants of 
Wilmington face potential dan- 
ger if they remain uninformed. 

Ignorance is unacceptable 
and extremely damaging and 
Wilmington should not allow its 
residents to remain that way.

“When you gave a hug you 
could feel their bones sticking 
through,” said Nepveu.

The crisp, direct writ- 
ing envelops the reader as they 
share the ups and downs of 
Nepveu’s travels and encoun- 
ters. There is no shortage of 
tears in Journey of the Heart, 
but Nepveu has found a way to 
imbue the entire work with an 
honest undertone of selfless 
love.

In honor of these coura- 
geous children, I began to 
write Journey of the Heart.” 

Readers will meet Faraciel, a 
young boy that had been horri- 
bly disfigured by his own 
father. In fits of rage, his 
father cut away hunks of flesh 
from Faraciel’s face with razor 
blades. The inhuman torture 
included the hacking off of one 
of Faraciel’s toes and one of his 
fingers. 

“Faraciel’s impish grin and 
boundless enthusiasm were 
trademarks of this brave little 
boy,” said Nepveu. 

Readers will meet a young 
boy who quickly attached him- 
self to a teammate of Nepveu’s 
named Barbara. He snuggled 
closer and closer to her 
throughout the day. He spoke 
no English, but chattered non- 
stop. Barbara realized that he 
kept looking at her and asking 
a single question repeatedly. 
Barbara couldn't understand 
the question, but could plainly 
see the young boy’s despera- 
tion. Finally, Barbara asked a 
translator, Julia, what the boy

was asking. Julia listened and, 
with tears welling in her eyes, 
translated 

“Could you please send me a 
pair of shoes?” the young boy 
was asking. 

Readers will meet 15-year old 
Andrea. She and her sister live 
in separate orphanages since 
being abandoned by their par- 
ents. Andrea has been moved 
from orphanage to orphanage 
all of her life and has no idea 
where her parents are. She 
gave Nepveu the most valuable 
gift imaginable. 

Journey of the Heart will 
remain with the reader long 
after the book has been put up 
on the shelf. 

Nepveu’s adventures are far 
from over. Though it is 
extremely rare for COTE to 
accept re-applicants, Nepveu 
will be returning to Romania 
again this summer. 

“Now I -feel like I can com- 
plete something I felt I left 
unfinished last year,” Nepveu 
said. “My return to Romania 
and seeing the same children 
will be bittersweet. On the one 
hand, seeing them again will 
have great rewards. However, 
knowing that they have 
endured another year of cold 
institutional life will be painful.

this room is one-third higher,” 
he said while consulting a piece 
of testing equipment. 

Carbon dioxide is an odorless, 
colorless gas, produced through 
the respiration process of living 
beings and through the burning 
of fossil fuels. 

While not a problem in and of 
itself, it is used as an indicator 
of the adequacy of the fresh air 
ventilation. High levels of car- 
bon dioxide indicate that the 
ventilating system is malfunc- 
tioning or that the design occu- 
pancy of the room is being 
exceeded. The Occupational 
Safety and Health 
Administration (OSHA). consid- 
er it safe for adult workers to be 
exposed to 5,000 parts per mil- 
lion (ppm) for up to 40 hours 
per week. According to Cohen, 
the generally accepted guide- 
line for public buildings is 1,000 
ppm. 

According to Cohen, there 
were areas of the building that 
tested high and recommenda- 
tions were offered to remedy 
the situation. According to 
Town Manager Michael Caira, 
those recommendations were 
taken seriously. 

“We have found areas (of the 
building) that needed to be 
addressed and we've addressed 
them immediately,” Caira said. 
“In one case, it was as simple 
as having the school buses shut 
off their engines.” 

One of Sullivan's concerns 
was that testing for the North 
Intermediate School appeared 
to be different than subsequent 
testing of all of Wilmington’s 
other schools. Testing for 
ozone, ammonia, nitrus oxide, 
various moisture testing, and 
mold did not appear on the 
North Intermediate School 
report, but did appear on 
reports for the other schools. 

According to Cohen, the addi- 
tional testing performed at the 
other schools is often consid- 
ered optional and may not have 
been ayailable when the North

Intermediate School was tested. 

“As we pick up new equip- 
ment, we incorporate that test- 
ing,” Cohen said. “We just 
recently picked up thermal 
imaging. In 11-12-04 (the date 
of the NIS testing) we didn’t 
have several tools for these 
tests.” 

All of Wilmington’s other 
schools were tested in February 
and March of 2005. 

According to Cohen, the test- 
ing done at North Intermediate 
School was above and: beyond 
industry standards. 

“When I look at the test 
results for the North intermedi- 
ate School, I see quite a differ- 
ence from what I see in all the 
other schools,” Sullivan said. 

Sullivan was also concerned 
that only a handful of class- 
rooms were detailed in the 
North Intermediate’s report, 
while each and every classroom 
was individually detailed in the 
reports for the rest of the 
schools. 

Envirotest performs air quali- 
ty testing for 30 separate school 
systems and delivers the same 
type of report for every client. 
According to a memorandum 
from Cohen to the Town of 
Wilmington dated March 16, 
2005, “(Dt has been 
Envirotest’s common practice 
to keep these reports as brief as 
possible by not including every 
single area sampled in written 
reports and only including rep- 
resentative classrooms for each 
section.of the school.” 

Cohen’s memorandum goes on 
to state that any abnormal 
results found in a single class- 
room would have been singled 
out and identified. 

“Due to the fact that there has 
been some confusion concern- 
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ing this practice, Envirotest, 
will, from heretofore, tran- 
scribe all results for all student! 
occupied areas and implement 
them into all future reports,” 
Cohen’s March 16, 2005 memo~ 
randum concludes. ‘ 

The detail of the reports sub< 
mitted by Envirotest for air 
quality testing performed in the 
remaining Wilmington schools 
during the months of February. 
and March 2005 are a direct 
result of that memorandum. 

Regardless, Sullivan contend- 
ed, it would have behooved the 
town to have made sure that 
test results for Room 208 were 
included in any report accepted 
by the town. Caira agreed. 

“The answer is, yes, it would 
have been better if the results 
of Room 208 were included, I 
wished they had been,” Caira 
said. “But the testing was done. 
If any problems were shown to 
exist, they would have been list- 
ed. Several classes were not 
listed and that does not indicate 
that they were not tested.” ~ 

McCoy categorized it as a 
“political disaster” not to have 
included Room 208 in the 
report. 

“It was a mistake on the 
town’s behalf that it was not 
included in the report,” McCoy 
said, “But all the rooms were 
tested.” 

According to Superintendent 
of Schools William McAlduff, 
the school system has started 
down a healthy proactive path 
in having the schools tested on 
a regular basis. 

Sullivan agreed. 

“Above all else, I commend the 
parents that came forward,” 
Sullivan said. “If not for them, 
none of this testing would have 
been done.”

was not a member in 2004. 

Cox argued that the minutes 
just approved did not indicate 
the events that took place in 
executive session. 

"I don’t want these approved 
minutes made public, I want 
the verbatim discussion (that 
took place during the 
September 9, 2004 executive 
session) made public," Cox 
said. "What happened in exec- 
utive session has not been 
released." 

Cox motioned to have the ver- 
batim discussion transcribed 
from the audio tapes for public 
dissemination. Her motion was 
defeated in a 2 to 2 tie vote with 
Fiore and DiPasquale voting 
against. 

Fiore stated that several ten- 
ant privacy issues would be 
compromised as a result. 

“I want to know what is going 
on here," Butler said. "Is this 
woman still charged with a 
crime or is it dissolved?" 

Butler’s question was not 
unfounded. According to Cox, 
neither she nor her attorney 
has been contacted by the 
Ethics Commission. She 
claims that she made a call to 
the Ethics Commission and was 
told that they did not have her 
name in their computer sys- 
tem. 

According to Fiore, however,

with Cox. It was Fiore’s opin- 
ion that if the Ethics 
Commission wanted her to have 
a copy of the letter, they would 
have sent one to her. 

"Maybe we should table this 
discussion until we can have 
our lawyer present,”

that we are unschooled in." 

"What are you trying to 
hide?!" Cox screamed. 

Fiore recognized selectman 
Michael McCoy from the audi- 
ence. McCoy presented a legal 
opinion from Wilmington Town 
Counsel, Paul DeRensis, 
regarding a WHA member's 
legal access to review tenant 
files, 

"A housing authority official 
must have access to and be 
allowed to view tenant files, 
especially when investigating 
complaints of criminal activity 
by other tenants in fear of phys- 
ical harm," DeRensis’ opinion 
states in part. "Therefore, it is 
our opinion that an elected 
housing authority official has 
the authority to review a ten- 
ant’s files including certain pri- 
vate information, such as crim- 
inal history and behavior in 
order to protect other tenants 
living in the development. This 
information is available to 
members of the housing 
authority and is not to be 
shared beyond its members." 

“This is a whole lot of nothing 
and we should just move on," 
McCoy said. 

An audience member asked 
Fiore if he could simply give a 
copy of his Ethics Commission 
letter to Cox. 

"I could," Fiore said. "I 
choose not to." 

The Ethics Commission 
reviews each complaint 
received and, depending on 


* whether the issue falls with 


the Commission’s purview, 
conducts an "initial screening" 
to determine whether the facts 
warrant a formal investiga- 
tion. 

According to the Ethics 
Commission’s web page, "The 
screening is an informal fact 
gathering stage. Many 
enforcement cases end confi- 
dentially at the conclusion of 
the screening and the matter 
remains confidential." 

In cases determined to be 
worthy of further investiga- 
tion, the Commission conducts 
a Preliminary Inquiry and fur- 
ther actions may follow. 
However, "If the Commission 
finds ‘no reasonable cause’ to 
believe the law has been vio- 
lated, the case is closed and 
records and proceedings of the 
investigation remain confiden- 
tial."

Sometimes it’s not easy to get

It was a prematurely pub- 
lished obituary printed in the 
New York Journal that 
prompted Mark Twain's 
famous remark, “Rumors of 
my death have been greatly 
exaggerated.” 

So too, have the rumors of 
former two-time World Boxing 
Association heavyweight 
champion John Ruiz’s retire- 
ment been greatly exaggerat- 
ed. The difference of course, 
was that Ruiz published his 
own obit, premature though it 
turned out to be. 

Ruiz, known as “The 
Quietman” announced his 
retirement on April 30, 2005, 
immediately following a rather 
lopsided 12-round decision loss 
to James“Lights Out” Toney. 

Now, just two weeks later, he 
is ready to put the gloves back 
on. According to Ruiz’s trainer, 
and Wilmington resident, 
Norman “Stoney” Stone, it was 
a spur of the moment decision 
made during the dispirited 
aftermath ofa tough loss. 

“My emotional decision, 
coming right after losing a 
fight I felt I won, was prema- 
ture,” Ruiz explained. “I was 
tired of all the criticism and 
felt everybody was against 
me.” 

A critics’ favorite, Ruiz has 
not been. He is a decent boxer 
with a penchant for brawling 
and roughhouse tactics. He’s 
not afraid to lean on smaller 
fighters to wear them out; a 
tactic often employed by 
Muhammad Ali during his 
later years. Ruiz’s tactics, 
however, have prompted HBO 
commentators to start count- 
ing clinches per round instead 
of punches. 

Ruiz has been growing weary 
of the constant criticism. 
According to HBO 
Commentator Jim Lampley, 
Ruiz approached him and HBO 
Boxing Analyst Larry 
Merchant, for advice on 
increasing his appeal to critics 


And Forrest agrees that the 
partnership is not destined to 
end anytime soon. 

“The great thing about is if 
one of us makes a mistake, 
nobody blames the other one. 
We always say if we could make 


and boxing enthusiasts. 

“He was so sick of them 
always knocking him,” said 
Stoney. “At least it let them 
know that Johnny’s aware of 
what they’re saying.” 

The constant criticism defi- 
nitely factored into Ruiz’s deci- 
sion to retire. _ 

“After reviewing the tape and 
talking it over with my advi- 
sors, I decided that I don't 
want to go out that way,” Ruiz 
said of his post-fight decision 
to retire. “If they want me out 
of the sport, they’re going to 
have to knock me out. I'm 
back.” 

Regardless of whether or not 
his style is marketable, 
throughout his career it has 
resulted in the most important 
statistic: a winning record. He 
walked into the Toney fight 
with a record of 41 wins, 1 
draw, and 5 losses. 

His wins include victories 
over three world champions 
and a number of top-ten con- 
tenders. He made it onto the 
world stage via three grueling 
12-round bouts against the leg- 
endary Evander Holyfield 
resulting in a disputed loss, a 
victory, and finally a draw. 
Since then he has beaten every. 
big man he’s fought, including 
one-time Lennox Lewis con- 
queror, Hasim Rahman. Most 
recently, he’s got a knockout 
win over top contender Fres 
Oquendo and a decision win 
over the menacing Andrew 
Golota. 

It appears that Ruiz’s 
Achilles Heel, however, is in 
fighting the smaller men. He 
now holds the dubious distine- 
tion of being the only man to 
lose a heavyweight belt to two 
men that once fought profes- 
sionally as middleweights. 
Roy Jones, Jr. beat Ruiz rather 
handily in their March 2003 
match. Ruiz was going 
through a bitter divorce at the 
time, which did take him out of 
his game. He was in the fight 
for the first round. By the end

“I want my WBA belt back: I 
still feel that I’m the best 
heavyweight in the world and 
I’m willing to fight any of the 
top heavyweights,” Ruiz said.

Billerica. Naturally Tewksbury 
thought it was going to roll over 
Lawrence. And they didn’t. 
They played a terrible game 
with plenty of miscues. But 
over the course of a baseball 
season games like that do hap- 
pen. 

With several, injuries, and 
basically still being a young 
team, Tewksbury has done 
quite well this season. The 
Redmen need to find a way to 
generate more offense - espe- 
cially they have to come 
through with runners in scoring 
position with less than two outs. 
The pitchers they have will 
keep them in every game. If the 
offense doesn’t improve, it’ll be 
a true fight come playoff time 
because the opposing teams 
will all be throwing their No..1 
pitchers making it that much 
more difficult to score runs.

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How many of us have won- 
dered what it is actually like to 
Stand at home plate and face a 
major league fastball?

One year anniversary of a fallen hero

It’s been just over a year since 
the untimely passing of Pat 

Tillman. 

The former Arizona Cardinals 
safety turned Army Ranger 
was killed in an ambush last 
April 22 in Afghanistan. 
According to his biography, 
“Fields of Honor, The Pat 
Tillman Story”, written by 


Jonathan Rand, Tillman was* 


the leader of his platoon, which 
was split in two. He was in 
charge of the group in front. 

It was then the back half 
came under fire. Tillman led 
the front half of the platoon 
back into the heat of a danger- 
ous fire-fight. Tillman’s group 
was in a safe position. He was 
out of harm’s way. It was his 
choice to go back and save his 
fellow man. 

The army released this state- 
ment, “Through the firing, 
Tillman’s voice was heard issu- 
ing fire commands to take the 
fight to the enemy on the domi- 
nating high ground. Only after 
his team engaged the well 
armed enemy did it appear that 
their fires diminished. As a 
result of his leadership and his 
team’s efforts, the platoon trail 
section was able to maneuver 
through the ambush to posi- 
tions of safety without a single 
casualty.” No further informa- 
tion was provided about how 
Pat Tillman was killed. 

However, after his death it 
was revealed he was a victim of 
friendly fire. Caught in the 
thick of the battle he put the 
safety of other’s above his own. 
He fought “without regard of 
his personal safety.” This - is 
why Pat Tillman is a hero. Can 
you see why his actions are so 
valiant? Countless other brave 
souls have given their lives for 
their country, and Pat Tillman 
should not be exulted higher 


than them because of his 
celebrity status, but he should 
be praised for the same reason. 

Tillman was 27, recently mar- 
ried and his career was hitting 
it’s crescendo. NFL general 
managers saw his ability and 
wanted him on their team. But 
Pat Tillman never took the easy 
way out. He was drafted in the 
seventh round of the 1998 NFL 
draft, the 226th player selected 
overall. 

Tillman started two of his four 
years. One of those years he set 
the franchise record for tackles 
with an amazing 224. Then 
other teams tryed to pry him 
away from the dismal franchise 
,that is Arizona. Tillman simply 
said, “I’m not going to abandon 
the team that didn’t abandon 
me.” This also proved true for 
the platoon of soldiers who 
would be gone if not for Pat’s 
genuine heroism. In this 
anniversary of his passing, turn 
to the recent NFL draft. 

All of these young kids are 
holding out for upwards of huge 
contracts with numbers that 
are enough to make your jaw 
drop. Absurd amounts of 
money. But the peint is, why do 
all these young kids not see the 
lessons Pat Tillman taught us? 
He showed these fat cat NFL 
players that money isn’t every- 
thing. Maybe talk show host 
Jim Rome, who spoke at 
Tillman’s funeral, said it best. 

“Athletes today are referred to 
as heroes or warriors when in 
reality they are neither. As it 
turns out, winning isn’t every- 
thing and winning isn’t the only 
thing but risking your life for a 
belief is. Pat Tillman risked his 
life and ultimately lost his life 
because he wanted to make a 
difference. He felt it was his 
obligation and respunsibility to 
improve the world in which he 
lived. When everybody was say- 
ing life was so hard, Pat was 


asking, ‘Why is life so easy?’ 
When he gave up his career to 
join the Rangers, people said, 
‘How can he do that?’ Pat said, 
‘How can I not?’ 

Pat Tillman changed people’s 
lives before he was a football 
star or a war hero, His booming 
laugh and approach to life 
inspired so many people they 
said, and yet, he could have 
inspired so many more. 
Perhaps the athlete of today 
can live by this statement made 
by Lieutenant Colonel Don 
Sondo. 

“The difference between 
sports and combat is the cost of 
being wrong. In a sport, you 
lose a game. In combat, you 
lose lives.” 

Pat Tillman made the ulti- 
mate sacrifice to better the 
lives of the people he lived 
with. He was a hero. He was a 
warrior. He lived his life to the 
utmost degree. He ran 
marathons and triathlons. He 
graduated from Arizona State 
in three and a half years with a 
3.84 GPA. He played in the NFL 
for four years. He was an Army 
Ranger. Pat's life was cut short. 
Imagine the things he could 
have done had he not been 
killed? 

This is why it is the duty to 
carry on Pat’s legacy, and 
always remember that sports 
aren’t always the most impor- 
tant thing. Sometimes, you 
have to take a step back and 
put things into perspective. Life 
is short. 

But Tillman wouldn't have 
changed a thing. He lived his 
life the way he wanted to live it. 
He didn't want cameras or 
reporters following him around 
everywhere he went. Because 
he was unique. He was one of a 
kind. Unfortunately, Pat 
Tillman may also be the last of

Ironically, one 
function it served was to 
transport material used to 
build the Boston and Lowell 
Railroad, completed in 1835;

‘Town Park, there are marks 
on the stones of the ‘Ox Bow?

canal boats. There is also a 
quarry nearby, dug for the 
building of the canal... 
“There is a ‘reconstructed’ 
portion of the canal in 
Wilmington, which is not at 
all accurate, although it does 
lie in the course of the old 
canal. This canal section, 
which lies adjacent to the 
Route 129 railroad bridge, 
was rebuilt by the 
Massachusetts Department 
of Public Works about 30 
years ago. It is lined with 
granite, as opposed to the 
more authentic clay. 
Regrettably, there is no park- 
ing anywhere near the 
rebuilt section, making it 
rather inconvenient for 
potential viewers...”

shift of the tax rate. 
Burlington uses a_ state 
approved formula that allows 
the town to shift the burden of 
the tax load onto the owners of 
the commercial/industrial prop- 
erties. 

“Mercier said, “The resi- 
dents may have to put up with 
traffic. That is one negative fac- 
tor.” 

For this burden, the resi- 
dents enjoy a tax rate of close to 
$8 per-$1,000 of valuation. 
According 0 Mercier, this is well 
below tax income capacity. 

Mercier noted that people 
from other communities, such 
as Carlisle, have told him they 
also have to put up with heavy 
traffic for the morning and 
evening commutes, but they do 
not get the benefits of any tax 
breaks. 


“We have been fortunate that 
we have not had to tax to our 
limit,” he said. “We are about $2 
million to $3 million under the 
limit.” 

This could change as the 
School Department is asking 
the town to support some long- 
range feasibility studies. The 
studies will provide an assess- 
ment of existing school facilities 
and the possible need for new 
schools or renovations in the 
existing buildings. 

The town has six school 
buildings, although one is 
presently closed. Most of the 
buildings were constructed in 
the 1960's and the town is look- 
ing to see what extent of main- 
tenance work is needed. 

“We are fairly stable as far 
as school population,” Mercier 
said.

Another area of stability is 
the police and fire department 
According to Mercier, the only 
hiring being done at this time is 
for the replacement of people 
who are retiring. 

“That’s what my focus is,” 
Mercier said, “to maintain 
staffing levels.” 

However, Mercier is looking 
to the future and is concerned 
about the econorhy. He does note 
that it is showing some signs of 
positive activity. 

“It is difficult time,” he said. 
“The demands on municipal ser- 
vices are growing.” 

The fact that Burlington is 
such a thriving community now 
does not reflect on the town's 
early history. It was once a part 
of Woburn. 

According to a report on the 
town’s history, done by the 
Massachusetts Housing and 
Community Development 
(MHCD), “The Town of 
Burlington was formed in 1799 
and is sited on the watersheds of 
the Ipswich, Mystic and 
Shawsheen Rivers. It is now a 
suburban industrial town at the 
junction of the Boston-Merrimac 
corridor but for most of its his- 
tory it was almost entirely agri- 
cultural, selling hops and rye to 
Boston and supplementing that 
income with small shoe making 
shops. 

Part of the town’s history 
centered on the old Boston Post 
Road, now Route 3A. The 
Marion Tavern, close by the 
Town Common was a popular 
stop and resting place for the 
horses in the early nineteenth 
century. 

“Early railroad expansion 
passed the town by, limiting its 
early development, and 
Burlington continued to cure 
hams for the Boston market and 
produce milk, fruit and vegeta- 
bles.” 
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STEEPED IN HISTORY and period architecture, the Burlington Historic Society 
Museum sits adjacent to the common, facing Simmonds Field. 


For whatever reason, the 
town had great difficulty mak- 
ing it on its own, after the citi- 
zens petitioned to split from 
Woburn. In the book, “Woburn: 
Forgotten Tales and Untold 
Stories” (by William Campbell, 
Robert Maguire, John D. 
McElhiney and Tom Smith) 
Campbell reports in his essay, 
“You Can't Go Home Again,” 
that in June 1830, residents of 
Burlington attempted to reverse 
the effects of their almost 100 
year battle to gain independence 
from Woburn. 

However, both communities 
are now easily making it as sep- 
arate neighboring municipali- 
ties. 

Mercier said, “We don’t have 
the strong historical perspective 
of the surrounding towns.” 

However, that is starting to 
change, as a very active move- 
ment is taking place to restore 
the Marion Tavern/Grand View 
Farm property to its original 
glory. 

“When you mention Grand

Middlesex East postal lea- 
ders Donna M. Legro of 
Wake-field; Joanna M. Louf 
of Tew-ksbury; Janet Atkinson 
of Bur-lington; Richard 
Tansey of Lynnfield; Caroline 
Colarusso of Reading; Ronald 
Pronovost of North Reading;

The postmaster made her 
plea for responsible pet own- 
ership as part of National 
Dog Bite Prevention Week 
(May 15 to 21) but said it is a 
year round concern. 

“You can help protect your 
letter carrier, meter reader 
or newspaper delivery person 


View Farm/Marion Tavern, 
everyone knows where it is,” 
Mercier said. 

The restoration of the prop- 
erty will not only add to the 
town’s historical significance, it 
will also provide another facet 
to the town’s recreational possi- 
bilities. The tavern will be avail- 
able for use as a function hall 
with a nicely landscaped garden 
patio area in the rear and easy 
access to the common. 

Aside from the common, 
Burlington has 10 other parks 
and playgrounds, not counting 
the six school facilities. The 
largest of these is Simonds 
Park, in the center of town, 
which contains a lighted little 
league baseball field, lighted 
major baseball field, two lighted 
tennis courts, two lighted bas- 
ketball courts, wading pool, 
playground, skate park, half- 
pipe, street hockey court, picnic 
area, and a concession stand, 

The four to five-aere park 
was set up as an open space 
area by the Simonds family. The 


family also set up a trust to 
maintain the facility as a park 
land. 

According to Mercier, “It's 
an actively used area. On sum- 
mer nights it is tough to get a 
parking spot up there.” 

An area of concern is the 
growing population of senior. 
citizens living in Burlington. He: 
estimates about 5,000 of the: 
town’s population of 23,000 are: 
senior citizens, 

“That presents a whole new. 
sub-set of issues,” Mercier said. 
“We're providing affordable 
housing for seniors. The people 
want to stay in the-community.” 

The town was able to sell off 
part of the Grand View Farm 
property for development. Part 
of the sale guaranteed the con- 
struction of 42 units being devel- 
oped for use by senior citizens. 

This will present a problem 
with the tax base as senior citj- 
zens qualify for abatements, 
Once again, Mercier sees the 
commercial properties taking 
up the slack in this area,

“Dog bites are a serious 
problem. They cause pain 
and suffering to our letter 
carriers and can disrupt mail 
delivery.

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How to grow healthy roses 


‘There's just something about 
roses that captures the imagina- 
tion and according to the Cali 
fornia Cut Flowers Commission, 
Americans buy more than a bil- 
lion stems of roses annually, 

-~ while millions more grow roses 
in their home gardens, 

Roses have been around for 
quite a long time. Confucius had 
a 600-book library on rose care, 
while George Washington was 
the first known individual to 
breed roses in the United States. 

, And today, there's a rose named 
after Ronald Regan. 


Roses are easy to purchase, 
but historically, they've had quite 
the reputation of being very dif- 
ficult to grow. Diseases like 
Black Spot, Powdery, Mildew and 
Rust and discolor, deform and 
even cause leaf-drop in roses. 
Also, aphids, beetles and thrips 
like to eat roses. 

“Some beginning gardeners 
are downright scared to grow 
roses,” said Garden Expert Lan- 
ce Walheim, author of the book 
Roses for Dummies and a regu- 
lar contributor to Sunset Mag:

Town Crier marks 50th Anniversary 


by LARZ F. NEILSON 

It is a newspaper that has 
always been more of a cause 
than a career, one which occa- 
sionally defied economics to 
continue publishing. 

The Town Crier came into 
being in late 1955 after Capt. 
Larz Neilson, until then the edi- 
tor of the Wilmington Crusader, 
had a disagreement with his 
boss, Stanley Bocko. 

Bocko, who later became a 
state representative from 
Billerica, published _ the 
Crusader and the 
Billerica News 


long after 
he and Larz 
had buried 
the hatchet. 

Larz quit the 
Crusader about 
September, and 
rented the old 
North Wilmington 
depot of the Boston 
and Maine Railroad. 
The railroad was still 
running trains, and the 
agreement was that 
Larz had to maintain a 
waiting room for passen- 


undertook a few 
changes in the depot, con- 
verting two thirds of the wait- 
ing room into the newspaper 
office. In the front was a large 
pot-bellied coal stove, Larz built 
some counters and work spaces 
and put up a partition to divide 
off the waiting room. 

Nine years old at the time, I 
can remember being very 
enthusiastic for helping with 
the carpentry, and oh-so disap- 
pointed when I found that 
Daddy going to work no longer 
meant carpentry but writing. 

Most newspapers at that time 
were printed with hot lead, let- 
terpress. Some were still using 
hand-set type. 

The Andover Townsmen, how- 
ever, had recently converted to 
a new kind of printing called 
offset. The type was set on 
paper, and the page was pasted 
up on a cardboard layout sheet. 


Larz bought a machine called 
a Vari-Typer, which created jus- 
tified (even) columns of type in 
a variety of typefaces. He hired 
Beth Wicks to type the news 
stories. The large headlines 
were set in a system called 
Photo-Type, put together with 
individual cardboard letters. 
Most headlines, though, were 
just set in boldface type at the 
top of the story. 

In its 50

In addition to Beth Wicks, 
Larz was assisted by Arthur

Wilmington Square in 1955 
was still the hub of activity, and 
where most of the news circu- 
lated. Larz would often be 
found in a back booth in 
George’s Restaurant, pounding 
away on a portable typewriter. 
George’s Restaurant was the 
place where most of the news in 
town circulated or was even 


f nor generated. 


years, the 
Town Crier has 
never owned a printing 
press. For many years, the 
paper was printed in Lowell at 
Offset Printing Co., which later 
became Central Middlesex 
Printers. The plant, at 685 
Lawrence St., burned on 
Christmas Eve 1976. 
Fortunately, the Town Crier 
was then being printed at the 
Woburn Daily Times, an 
arrangement which continues 
to this day. 
The format of the paper in the 
1950's was tabloid, and the 
stock was 45-pound offset. 
Typical of newspapers, the 
first issues of the Town Crier 
was not on deadline. I can 
remember hurrying home from

While the Town Crier was 
always associated with the 
North Wilmington depot, it 
actually was conceived in 
George’s Restaurant. 

Capt Larz Neilson became 
editor of the Wilmington 
Crusader in 1951. 

Microfilm files of the 
Crusader from 1951 to 1955 show 
the same style that he used 
when he started the Town Crier. 

The Town Crier name actual- 
ly started in May, 1955, 
although not as a newspaper. A 
writer named Joe Alfano, Jr. 
wrote a column under that 
name in the Wilmington 
Crusader. It is not known how 
that name transitioned into the 
name that Larz used for his 
new newspaper six months 
later. 

On May 1, 1955, Larz leased 
the North Wilmington depot 
from the Boston and Maine 
Railroad. At the time, Larz was 
editor of the Wilmington 
Crusader, and he reported the 
lease in the Crusader. The Town 
Crier was still six months off in 
the future. The first issue came 
out on Nov. 17, 1955. 

The Crusader didn’t have an 
office in Wilmington. It was 
published in Lowell, in the old 
Massachusetts Mill on Bridge 
Street. The paper was owned by 
Stanley Bocko, who also pub- 
lished the Billerica News. 
Bocko later became a state rep- 
resentative. 

The Crusader listed the 
Neilsons’ home phone, 2346, as 
its Wilmington number. When 
Larz started the Town Crier, he 
used that as the Town Crier 
number, simply adding an

George’s was the domain of

wide. He would receive pictures 
of soldiers in distant lands, 
pointing to a sign which read, 
“George's Restaurant, 
Wilmington, Mass. les.” 

For Memorial Day 1955, he set 
up an alcove in his restaurant 
with 30 crosses and one star, 
honoring Wilmington’s war 
dead. 

A typical ad for George's 
Restaurant read: “Let's all say 
a prayer for the boys over 
there.” 

Larry Foley wrote a great 
tribute to George. He wrote that 
people would come to George 
because he would listen with 
understanding and interest in 
what they had to say. 

During the interview with 
Foley, George tried to give 
examples of how dislike for any- 
one, instead of thoughtfulness, 
could remain in their heart 
throughout life. 

George first asked, “Can you 
remember how many times you 
were caught in the rain?” 

Then George said, “Who, back 
in grammar school, did you dis- 
like, and why?” 

He then summarized the 
whole thought by saying, “The 
great force of nature with all its 
harm and destruction will not 
leave a mark on memory, but 
the tongue, a boneless instru- 
ment, leaves its impression 
deep.” 

Larz had a great deal of fun 
with some of the stories that 
came out of George's. There 
was the story of Jimmy Marsi, 
who Larz referred to as the 
Apprentice Mayor. George was 
trying to teach Jimmy how to 
make Jello, but he hadn't quite

Return to 1955 


1955, you can pretty much take 
away everything that there is 
today. Well, almost every- 
thing. The town has 
changed that much. 

My mother would often look 
around town in her final years 
and wonder what it would be 
like in 100 years. She had 
moved here in 1919 and High 
Street was not then paved. In 70 
years she saw the town go from 
a farm town to a very busy 
industrial suburb. 

After World War 11, things 
began to change rapidly, and 
by 1955, Wilmington had its 
first subdivisions underway. 
Hathaway Acres was started on 
Woburn Street in the early 50's. 
Johnny Cook was selling house- 
lots on Linda Road, Shady Lane 
Drive and other streets, where 
many families were -living in 
capped-over cellars, while they 
buiftthe rest of the house. 

Route 93 was in the planning 
stage. The first segment of 93 to 
be built was in Wilmington, 
from Route 129 to Route 62. It 
was started in 1956. 

North Wilmington had no gas 
station. Buck Bros. store (now 
Champion’s Choice) had two 
gas pumps. Next door was the 
post office and across the 
street was the depot. On the 
south side of the tracks were 
two new buildings, Polcaro 
Bros. brick yard (now the deli) 
and Mytron, where Dunkin 
Dohuts is now located. 

{On the corner of Shady Lane 
Drive was a vacant lot, which a 
year later became D&D Gulf. 
Doug Andersen and his cousin 
Don bought the station from 
Dice O'Neil about a year after 
it was built. 
“On the other corner was 
Bouivier’s Watch Repair.

got the knack. Too many lumps 
in it, said George. Jimmy late 
became a Wilmington police 
officer. 

In May 1954, Larz reported 
that George had placed a mask 
over the face of President 
Eisenhower, on a picture hang- 
ing on the wall of the restau- 
rant. 

George wouldn’t answer ques- 
tions as why the mask was 
there. A month later, he took off 
the mask, but still would not 
answer any questions. The only 
clue Larz could think of was 
that the mask came off on the 
same day the ‘McCarthy - Army 
hearings ended in Washington. 

George was a tremendous 
booster of youth programs in 
Wilmington, especially the 
Skating Club. Wilmington had a 
very strong skating club in the 
50s, producing an Olympic 
medalist and many other top- 
ranked speed skaters. One big 
event every year was the Silver 
Skates in Boston Garden. 
George would charter a train, 
allowing 1200 Wilmington resi- 
dents to attend. 

You would always see George 
on the sidelines at football 
games, even in his final years. 
When George arrived at the 
game, it would rain candy in 
the stands. 

Also on the sidelines would be 
Larz, puffing on a_ cigar, 
Polaroid camera in one hand, 
notebook in the other. Like 
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much of his writing, his sports’ 
reporting had an unusual flavor 
to it. 

Covering a weekend football 
game was typical in the life of a 
small-town newspaper editor. 
Most people were there for fun; 
Larz was there to work, even if 
it was fun. 

In the, spring of 1956, George 
suffered a hernia, and was 
operated on twice at Lowell 
General Hospital. His recovery 
was complicated by a cold. 

The town rallied around 
George. A committee was 
formed to help him with his 
medical bills. St. Thomas 
Church had recently staged the 
St. Thomas Minstrels. 
Arrangements were made to 
stage the show one more time, 
to be called the George Spanos 
Minstrels. The show was sched- 
uled for Monday, May 14. Since 
there was a selectmen’s meet- 
ing scheduled for that night, the 
selectmen voted to hold the 
meeting at the minstrel show. 
Lt. Gov. Sumner Whittier was 
in attendance. It was a rousing 
show of support for a kind, gen- 
erous and much-loved man, the 
Mayor of Wilmington. 

Larry Foley’s tribute quoted 
Judge Henchy of the Woburn 
District Court, questioning a 
prisoner. Henchy asked why 
George’s Restaurant was the 
only place in town he didn’t rob. 
The answer was, “George is the 
only human being in America.”

Larz used the same technique 
for many years, going door-to- 
door selling subscriptions. 
There are still many people in 
town ‘today who met the pub- 
lisher of the Town Crier at their 
front door shortly after they 
moved to town. Often he would 
run a story about new resi- 
dents, 

Among those who worked on 
the paper in the early years 
was Ed Rideout, a photograph- 
er who moved to Wilmington to 
work at Aveo. Other employ- 
ees included Theo Kidder, Chris 
Donohue, Dodi  Reitchell, 
Jeanne Gifford (Levy), Nancy 
Clark, Bob Dicey, Alice Murray, 
Flora Kasabuski, and Betty 
Downs. 

Betty Downs (or BeeDee) has 
just recently retired (2004) 
from the Town Crier after 
working for the Captain for 
more years than the Town Crier 
was in existence. 

Being a family business, the 
hame Neilson appears promi- 
nently in the list of employees.

After graduating in 1976, I 
returned to the paper as editor. 
Stu had moved to New Mexico 
in 1975. He returned in 1977, 
just in time for the blizzard of 
"7B. 

1988 brought a big change to 
the paper. The depot burned 
down. A midnight fire on the 
coldest night in February gut- 
ted the home of the Crier and 
forced the Second Chance 
Beauty Salon out of business. 

During the following summer 
the Town Crier was housed in 
the newly constructed office 
building behind the parking lot 
in North Wilmington. One day 
Alan Fenton walked in to place 
an ad. “I want to sell my build- 
ing,” he said. I replied, 
“SOLD!” It took some renova- 
tions to get the Town Crier 
squeezed into the former real 
estate office. The entire build- 
ing was jacked up and a new 
foundation put in allowing the 
crawl space to be a working 
area. 

The Town Crier moved to its 
present home at 104 Lowell 
Street on Ground Hog Day 1989. 
‘Today, all that space gained is 
“dead storage.” The machinery 
is gone and layout is all done in 
computers. In fact the building 
is for sale and the office will be 
moved to a smaller location, 
still in Wilmington.

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The mythical golden pea spoon

Running a newspaper in a 
small town is a bit like garden- 
ing. It’s be a lot of work, but it 
can also be rewarding, espe- 
cially for an editor who loves 
gardening. And Capt. Larz 
Neilson always loved his garden 
and gardening stories. 

One tradition he started, pre- 
dating the establishment of the 
Town Crier, was the awarding 
of the Mythical Golden Pea 
Spoon. This was an annual 
award given to the first local 
gardener to pick enough peas 
for a meal. Larz was not one to 
hold out for a free meal, but 
was seldom known to turn one 
down. 

The tradition came out of old“ 
fairs, when Wilmington was an 
agrarian coramunity. In the 
Nineteenth Century, the compe- 
tition would be run by the 
Farmers & Mechanics Society. 


In the early Twentieth Century, 
gardening competition was the 
bailiwick of the Grange. 

As for proving the date of 
picking, Larz would usually 
take the word of the gardener. 
But he did have a couple of 
rules: no hothouses, no artifi- 
cial sources of heat. He later 
added a prohibition against 
growing near a south-facing 
wall. 

And Larz could be strict, too. 
In 1963, Joe Lynch had the first 
peas, but he used a hot-bed. No 
Golden Pea Spoon for Joe. 

There was no physical pea 
spoon awarded, although some- 
one once donated four gold-col- 
ored soup spoons, Larz, though, 


’ refused to award them, lest the 


award lose its mythical aura. 


He would talk about the’ 


ancient New England tradition 
of serving salmon and peas on 
Bunker Hill Day, the salmon, of 


Hail} 


course, having been caught in a 
nearby river. Part of this tradi- 
tion would involve planting 
peas on March 17. While this 
might seem a mite early for 
gardening, peas are a cold- 
hardy crop. And once the sum- 
mer heat arrives, they are all 
done. 


Why peas? 


Many people consider peas to 
be, well, bleah — anything from 
unappetizing to absolutely hor- 
rid. They are probably basing 
this opinion on canned peas, 
probably served with instant 
mashed potatoes, a slab of 
meat and canned gravy — 
almost ‘bad enough to make 
someone give up eating. 

Frozen peas are somewhat 
better, but they still fall short of 
fresh peas. 

The only way to enjoy the 


incredibly delicious flavor of 
fresh peas is to eat them within 
a couple of hours of picking. 
But by the time most people get 
peas, the sugars have turned to 
starch, and the best part of the 
flavor is gone. 

If you have a friend with a 
garden, you might get truly 
fresh peas. But only the gar- 
dener gets to experience the 
magic of little green pellets 
turning into a beautiful and 
delicious crop. 

Thus, anyone who grew peas 
was, in fact, an unlisted winner 
of the Golden Pea Spoon. Their 
prize was a hefty dose of gas- 
tronomical pleasure. 

After considerable research, 
it has been determined that the 
Mythical Golden Pea Spoon 
was first awarded in 1951 to 
Mrs. Stanley Delaronde. 

The following year, it went to 
the Murray sisters, who ran a 
store at Perry’s Corner, at the 
corner of Lowell and Woburn 
streets. Emma Murray Sargent 
was the widow of Henry Wilson 
Sargent, known as Henny 
Penny, an eccentric bicycle 
mechanic. Her sister was Edie 
Symmes. 


In 1953, the editor had to dis- 
appoint his own father. Peter 
Neilson picked peas on June 15, 
but was beat by Mrs. Stanley 
Hinxman, picking them on the 
14th. But then, they were both 
beaten by Leland Black, who 
picked peas on the 12th. 

In 1955, Larz left the Crusader 
and started the Town Crier, tak- 
ing the Golden Pea Spoon with 
him. The Golden Pea Spoon tra- 
dition went on for many years, 


although no master list was 
kept. Apparently there was no 
Pea Spoon awarded in 1956. The 
Town Crier was just seven 
months old, and the typesetting 
machine broke down one week. 
If anyone did enter, the infor- 
mation never made it into 
print. 

Neither is there any winner 
listed for 1958. According to the 
Town Notes column, gardens 
were about a week late, which 
might have led gardeners to 
believe their late crops were 
not winners. So nobody entered 
and nobody won. 

One gardener who never won 
the Golden Pea Spoon was 
Marion Seim of Rockville, 
Maryland. Every year, she 
would mail a fully-developed 
pod, submitted well ahead of 
any local gardener. Obviously, 
Larz could not accept an entry 
from a garden hundreds of 
miles to the south. 

Mrs. Seim’s spirit and devo- 
tion to Wilmington was worthy 
of note. She and her first hus- 
band, Patrick Thibeau, had 
lived in Wilmington during the 
1950s, and had become close 
friends with Larz. Pat Thibeau 
was the town sanitarian, i.e. the 
public health inspector. Then 
Pat landed a job with the U.S. 
Public Health Service in 
Washington. So they moved to 
Maryland. 

Pat died too young. One of his 
wishes was to buried in 
Wilmington. But, having left 
town, he was no longer eligible 
for a lot in Wildwood Cemetery. 
So his widow asked Larz to buy 
a gravesite for him. And Larz 


was most willing to oblige, and 
Pat was buried in Wilmington. 

The arrival of the pea pod 
from Maryland in early June 
was a special moment, a mem- 
ory of a departed friend.
